Ja 
October of the fame year he terved on 
the ficet under Admiral Hewke, who, 
cruifing off Cape Viniliere with 96 
fips, captured fix thips of the Frencis 
Iine. 

In 1755, upon the appearance of a 
rupture with France, Ceptain Lock- 
hart was appointed to the command of" 
the Savage floop of war, and cruifed 
under the Adimirals Hiawke, Byng, 
and Weit, for the purpofe of makin 
reprifals upon the enemy, in which 
feivice he was ever fingularly zealous 
and fuccefsiul. 

In March 1756, he was made Pu! 
into the ‘Lartar tripate of 25 guns (24 
nine-pounders and 4 jour-poundcrs) 
and 200 men. ‘Ihe emicent fervices 
which be performed im this litle fhip 
are Still proverbial in the Navy. 
name was the terror of every French 
friyate or privateer that ifiued from 
their ports, he having in a very fhort 
{pace of time captured no dels than 
nine veilels of force, carryiny Collec.

The 
Prenchinen were vigoroufly repulfed, 
and more thao fiiry of them were kill- 
ed or drowned in their unwarrantable 
effort. 

So active was Captain Lockhart in 
the protection of our own trade, and 
fucceisful in the annoyance and de- 
ftroGion of that of the enemy, that 
the merchanrs of London and Briftol, 
fenfible of the important benefits more 
immediately derived to them from his 
fervices, prefented him with valuable 
pisces ot plate, in token of their pri- 
vate gratitude and public elleem.

‘Their modes of 
Carcing, as well as theie tunes, are 
common to every rark in Scorland, 
and are now generally known. In 
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our own day they have penetrated in- 
to England, ard have elladiuhed thems 
felves even in the circle of royalty. 
In another generation they will be na- 
turalized in every part of the tilaad. 

The vrevalence of this talte, or ra-

taries who diilent from the eftabl:th- 
ment on account of the relaxation 
which they perceive, or think they 
perecive, in the church, from her 
original doctrines and dilcipline, uni- 
verfally condemn the practice of danc- 
ing, and the fchools where 1 1s taught 5 
and the more elderly aad f rious part 
of the people of every perfu flon, to- 
Jerate rather than approve thefe meet- 
ings of the young of both fexes, where 
dancing is praétied to their 
flirring mufic, where care is difpelled, 
toil forgotten, and prudence 
is fometimes lulled to tleep. 

The reformation, which proved fa- 
tal to the rife of the other fine arts in 
Scotland, probably impeded, but could 
not obft uct the progrefs of its mufic ;

which they led alonp with them.

© jt wes near noon when we arrived 
at the height of the clouds, whies 
fpread a thick dew over the bruih.

6 One thould think «that the abuo. 
dance of rain which falls from thet 
hetghts, 19 confequence ef the natural 
propenfity of che atmofphere, mult give 
rie to a great number of fprings, 
They are, neverthelels, very rare; as 
the earth is not fufficiently attenuated 
to retain the water, which filtratias 
through the volcanic fon!, difcharges 
itfelf, for the greater part, into the 
ocean, without collecting into regular 
itreams. 

‘© As foon as we had furmounted 
thefe thick clouds, we enjoyed a 
{pectacle beautiful beyond conception. 
The clouds heaped up below us ap. 
peared blended with the Ciitant ocean, 
and concealed the ifland ‘rom our 
fight. ‘The iky above us formed a 
vault of the melt tranfparcnt azare, 
while the peak appeared like an inte. 
Jared mountain placed in the nvdil ot 
a vait expan{e of waters. 

‘© Soon after we had left the clouds 
Leseath us, I obferved a phenomenon, 
which b had forme:ly hed occalion to 
remark, during mv itay among the 
high mountains of Kefroan in 
lt was with new furprife that I faw the 
outlines of my figere, delineated in all 
the beautifel tints cf the rainbow, 
upon the clouds below mie, fituated 
oppefite to the fun. | 

The decompoliion of the ravs of 
fun, by contact with the furlaces 
of bodies, affords a very daris 
ex} lanation of this {plendid pheno 
menon. It exemplifies, upon a lane 
foeale, a fat well known to patoral 
pliloton! ers namely, tat whea the 
toys Of the fun are made to pals 
through a finall bole in the window 
ihutter of a darkened chamber, 
to fall upon ary object wishin 
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Sep. 1800. 
reprefent the outhnes of the ot ject in 
all the various colours of the rainbow, 
by being collected with a prifm, aod 
thrown upon a white theet of paper. 

«“ We now had to cro!s a prodigious 
heap of pumice-[tones ; among which 
we obferved a very few vegetabies, and 
thofe in a very languilhing condition. 
The /partium was the only thrub that 
could fupport itfelf in thefe elevated 
reoions. was very troublefome 
walking upon this volcanic fot', as we 
funk into it up to the midcle of the 
leg. We found fome blocks of pez- 
zoina {paringly {cattered among the 
pumice-earth. 

At nine o’clock in the evening we 
took up our abode for the night in the 
midit of the lava. Some large frap- 
ments that we found were our only 
fhelter againft the ealt wind, which 
blew with confiderable violeace. 
cold was very intenfe at this height, 
where nature has not confulted the 
convenience of travellers, as very tittle 
wood is found here; fo that the fcanty 
fuel that we were able to collect, was 
not fufhcient to prevent us from palling 
avery unplealent oipht. 

* The cay at length began to dawn. 
We left fome of our puides with our 
mules at the place where we had {pent 
the mht, and proceeded on our jour- 
hey to the peak, which we were now 
in hatte to accomplifh. 

* We continued, for the {nace of 
an hour, to travel over large heaps of 
lrapmenis of a ereyifh coloured hava ; 
among which fome blocks of pozzo- 
Jana were {cattered, as alfo huge 
of a compa& blackith pglafs which 
bore 4 great tclemblance to the coarfe 
glafs ot bottles. plafs, though 
formed in the yalt crucibles of the 
Mountains at the time of their com- 
buftion, mioht become very ufeful in 
the arts; for being already compietely 
Manutattured by the hand of natute, 
it would only re quire to be expofed to 
the eCioa of the fire in order to fufe 
and render it fulcepiible of 


‘att dianiete 
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being moulded into all the forms that 
the hand of man is able to pive tort. 

“ We arrived at the mouth of a 
cavern called da quere del amt, the on- 
fice of which as tall four feet and a 
As its cavity runs 
for a length of more than fx fect in 
an almoit bomzontal direction, we 
were not able to seach: the bottom 
otherwite than by cefcending inte it 
with the hel» of a rope. We found 
that ic contained water, the furface of 
which, 2s was to have been expected 
at this hereht, was covered with ice 
about an inch and a half thick. We 
immediately made a hole in the ice, 
and regaied ourklves with fome ex- 
celient water. 1 cid not feel any of 
thole difagreeable fenfations im the 
throat, which J have often experienced 
on the irench s\lps, trom drinking 
the water which iflacs from the foe 
of the Glaciers; although the cold er 
the water in this cavern was one de- 
gree Jower than that generally indi- 
cated by the water of the glaciers, 
tor upon piunging a thermometer inte 
ity it fell to the freezing point. Ir 
feems that the difagrceable pricking 
occafioned by the water of 
the glaciers im the interval 
aufes from its being deprived of its 
atmofpherical air. 

Phe roci of the cavern was ce- 
vered with chiyilals ot faltpesre.

The Sirivs Englith frigate, com- 
manced by Commodore Hunter, and 
bound for New Hoiland, was caft e- 
way off Nortoik Iland in the South 
~<a, toward the end of the year 1790. 
the thip’s company were taken on 
on a floon that accompanied the 
en” and carried to Botany Bay, 
ne Commodore Philips engaged a 
“all Dutch con vey the thip- 
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wrecked crew, together with their 
commarder, to England. 

Having failed trom Botany Bay in 
this veffel, with an intent to couch at 
Batavia, they were cafried by con- 
trary winds, and the force of the cur- 
rents, as far eattward as 167° long. 
meridian of Greenwich. Withing to 
pafs through the {traits of St George, 
they came within fight of the Admi- 
ralty Iflands, fituated in 149° LE. 
long. 3° 25S. lat. Near to the mott 
eafterly of thefe iffands they oblerved 
feveral boats, among the crews of 
which there were many perfons who 
wore European fluifs and pieces of 
cloth in their drefs 5 they even diltin- 
guiihed fome who were clothed in the 
usilorm of the Freoch marine. ‘Vhefe 
people hung out the white flag as a fip- 
nal for the Enrhih to approach 3 but 
though Commodore Hunter was very 
defirous of doing ity he found it im. 
pratticable,; on account of the con- 
trary currents and winds, and the daa. 
ger to which the numerous thoals 
would have cxpofed them. 

Commodore Hunter had often fen 
M. de la Péroufe at Botany Bay, and 
lived upoa ternis of intimacy with hin, 
He had learnt from him that his in- 
tention was to pafs through the frais 
of St George, after leaving Botany 
Bay, and from thence to direct hts 
courfe northward. He does not doubt 
that the Aftrolabe and Bouflole were 
catt away on the abovementioned 
lands, in confeguence of the calms 
and ftrong currents that prevail in 
thofe parts. Ide bas informed me 
that he has beea carried by them fiz 
hunured miles to the eaitward in the 
foace of ten days: as he knew from 
reveated oblerrarions of the longitude, 
from the time-keepers, aad from the 
bearings of the land? Ina word, Com- 
modore Hunter, whom I faw at Ba- 
tavia in the courfe of my lalt voyage, 
appeared to me to be fully perfuaded 
that the European drefles, which he 
faw in the boats from the Admirah¢ 
Mlands, were colledted fromthe wrecks 
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cf the veffels formetly under the com- fimilar to thofe worn by European of. 
mand of La Pérduie. 


Commodore Hunter is at prefent 
upon his return home to England, 
from whence he will probably tranf- 
mit a more citcumartial account of 
this affair to France. 

From his own experience in ap- 

roaching the Admiralty Iflands, the 
nglith commander thinks any veffcl 
intending to fail thither cught to en- 
ceavour to get early into its latitude, 
in order to avoid being carried away 
by the curreats, which fet to the eat 
with prodigious ftrength.

Some events of great diftinction in 
hitory occurred in this month ; of 
which we fhall firft netice one of mo- 
dern date, on the 14th of this month, 
one which a!l Europe has reafon to 
tegrety and which its effects has 
reached the whole civilized world. 
Our readers may perhaps be ready to 
anucipate, that we allude to that me- 
morable day, in which the populace 
ot Patis took the Baftile, and by an 
a's though of comparative infignifi- 
cance, evinced their triumph over the 
iccular or accuftomed povernment of 
het country, Eleven long years 
*te pafted fince that event, then hai!- 
“i by the friends of freedom as her 
triumph over defpotifm, cele- 
rated as fuch in a “thoufand fhapes, 
books, pamphlets, fongs, mufic, 
‘Cumphal pageantry. Alas! how 


fhort-fighted is man ? How igcapable 
to eftimate the prefent, haw blind to 
the future! After the murder of a 
king, queen, and many thoufands of 
inoffending fpbjects, after the death 
of myriads flain in battle, or perithing 
by a long feries of tyranny, after 
change upon change of government, 
as if nothing could be good which out- 
lived its own eftablifhment, afier tlic 
fuccefiive dominion of tyranny in the 
various fhires of oligarchies, arillo- 
cracies, democracies, clubs, partics 
and intrigues, what has France, or 
what have the nations the has over- 
run, gained? Innumerable are the 
ufeful refle€ions which fuch a fubjeét 
might fugeelt, but we trult that, aiter 
fo much experience, they muft be fa- 
miliar, and we muit not enlarge on 
what does not ftri@ly come within 
the {cope of tins article. 

Inthis month, we have to record a 
more pleafing event, although once 
more terrific in appearance, the arrival 
the Spanifh Armada in the Englith 
channel, the purpofe of which was ta 
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reduce this country under the daml- 


tyranny of popery, from which the 
reformation had but jult delivered us. 
A\n ipvaiion on the part of Spaim, at 
this day, would be rather an object of 
ridicule than terror. It was not foat 
that ime, and Queen Llifabeth was 
pariicclarly unprepared for fo formid- 
able an attack. We are told that the 
fize of the Englith fhipping was in 
gencral fo {mall, that except a few of 
the queen's ihins of war, there were 
not four vellels belonging to the mer- 
chants, which exceeded four hundred 
tons. ‘The inrerpofition of Providence, 
however, inoue favour, bafil-d in a 
tew cays, an enterprize which had 
exhauited the revenue and force of 
Spain, and which bad long filled all 
europe with anxiety or expectation. 

In this month, the ftrong fortrefs 
of Gibraltar was taken by Sir George 
Rooke, in 1704, and has ever fince 
remained in the poflefhon of the Eng- 
Ih. Its ficges by the enemy have 
been memorabic, but none fo mreh fo 
as that in the fait war, when the col- 
lected forces of France and Spain 
threatened ats reductien, and when 
they became convinced, by a molt 
tromencous experience, to them it was 
er 
MApregnable, ‘The gallant names of 
Eliot and Boyd, will ever be connected 
with this fortress, asd its importance 
to Creat Britain has rendered 1t an ob- 
wét of conftant defence, and has in- 
duced our government to rejcét every 
hepoctation tor its exchange. 

‘Lhe battle ef the Boyne was fought 
an the aflot July, and fecured Ire- 
land from the pretentions of the exiled 
jamer. It muil be remarked, that 
battles in thofe days, were mere fkir- 
mithes compared to thofe we hear of 
ya modern times. Celebrated this 
hattle is, the Irth loft no more than 
r5ca men, and the proteitants abeut 
halt of that sumbes ? An enpage- 
mrent like this would make but a poor 
ngure ya the annals of modern conti- 
mental Cevaftation, when the flarghrer 
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nion of Spain, and to reinttace the» 
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of thqufands, fram its frequentiy recur. 
ring, is heard without cancern and 
without intereft. 

Ot illuftrious dérths, in this month,. 
we have culy to record that of Cal. 
vin, the celebrated reformer, whofe 
hiitory is well known, and whofe doc. 
trines yet remain in full vigour and be. 
lief among a very numerous body of 
Chrithans. Whether the church of 
England be natin dogtrines Calviniili- 
cal, is a qucttion which has been late. 
ly agitated with confiderable warmth ; 
but after all that has been written on 
the ‘ubject, they muft ever appear to 
be fo while the articles of the church 
are underftood literally. If they are 
confidered only as terms of peace, and 
to be underftood with Iytitude, they 
may be precifely what any choolus 
to make them. 

Of deaths, the number is not great, 
althouzh fome of the parcics are of 
ciltinguifhed eminence, Henry 34, 
clofed a very turbulent reign in this 
month, His eharaéter ftands high ie 
our monarchial hiflory. He was the 
greate(t prince of his time for wildom, 
virtue, and abilities, and the moi 
powerful in extent of dominion: of @!! 
thofe that had ever filled the throne oi 
England. His character in private 
as well as in public life, 1s almo. 
without a blemith ; and he feems to 
have poffeffed every accomplifhmen’, 
both of body and mind, which makes 
a man either cftimabie or amiabie. 
To his other qualities, he added wits 
if the following flory he true: The 
monks and prior of St Swithin, threw 
themielves, one day, profirate an the 
ground before Henry, complaining 
with many tears and much doletul 
mentation, thac the bifhop of W inchel- 
ter, who was alfo their abbot, had cut 
off three difhes from their table. How 
many has he left you? faid the kirg: 
Ten only, replied the difconfolae 
monks. I noyfelf, exciaimed the king, 
never have more than three 
enjoin your bifhop to reduce vou 
the fame number. This 
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This incidental mentton of St Swi- 
thin, reminds us that he may be claff- 
ed among the worthies of this moath, 
from a well known property of bis, or 
rather his day, but as we are not much 
acquainted with his hiftory, of woich 
jodeed very little is extant, we fhall 
not enlarge on a topic fo unwelcome 
to farmers. 

Edward vt, one of the moit pro. 
mifing of our monarchs, went 
to the poffuiuon of a better crown 
this months. Such was the exiitence 
of his character and principles, chac 
premature death bave been 
a heavy tiroke on the nation, efpecial- 
lyas he was fucceeded by bis 
quinary fiter Mary, that cilgrace to 
herf{ex, to government, and to hu- 
manity . 

Among the violent deaths, we have 
the names of John Hufs, the cele- 
wated reformer, Sir More, 
high chancellor, Cromwell Earl 
ot Liflex, the Duke of Monmouth, and 
Low Ruficl, Mott of thefe fathered 
wi cates which were afterward trium. 
prantly predominant. Of Sir Thomas 
More, it has been juftly faid, that 
"ng was wanting to the glory of his 
eid, except a better caufe; he fuf- 
hed becaufe he differed from his 
miter Henry vitt, in fome points, 
‘twas himfelf an intolerant bigot. 
Hi sjokes on the fcaffold have otten 
been retailed 5 they may ferve to thow 
the Campofure of bis mind at that 
iene, yet we cannot help being of 
Qanton that when the axe is raifed 
cyera man’s neck, it is an awkward 
une for mekiog puns and quibbles, 
Uromwell, Lath of Effex, was a bet- 
‘er charaéter, a man of prudence, in- 
dutty and abilities, worthy of a be:- 
ter milter, and a better fate.

From fach confiderations it will be

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Bat there is no OBE pethaps which 
more frequently occalions it, than a- 
yarice. Atthe peculiar teadescy of 
this pation to diforder the intellectual 
health, we thall not be furprifed when 
we confider, 

‘That its power is not confined to 
the eatlier periods of life, but conti- 
to operate when aimoit every 
other feeling is extinaguifhcd, that 
might have tended to counteract its 
wiluence 

That it is cherifhed molt frequent- 
ly by that clafs of perfoas whole minds 
have not been ftored by education with 
a variety of ideas ; in which cafe it is 
evident, that there mult be greater 
danger of the attention being engrott- 
ed by any favourite feeling or purfus : 

And Jatily, that the excetlive and 
unfeafonable exertions to which men 
are inftigeted by a defive of pain, as 
well as. the corroding anxiety by 
which thefe exertions are almoft ne- 
ceflarily attended, will be likely, in a 
couric of time, to Wear out the vigour 
of the intelleétual faculties. 

Were we to credit the authority of 
poets and novei-writers, we might be- 
heve that, ot all the padlions, love is 
that which has moft frequently proved 
tatal to the reafon of man.

Upon the punciple which 1 have 
juft noticed, it has generaliy 
thoveht right ig cafes of wroleat man- 
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ia, to infpire fear in order to diminifh 
excitement. Dot the notion that fear 
neceilitiv dimiorh es excitement, feems 
tome coutradict:d by the molt ob. 
vious facts. The energy of our frame 
mover perhaps rifles to a higher pich, 
than in coles where it has been roufed 
bv the of an impending 
evil. 

Lu ap eifort to efcape, or to defend 
againft appreaching danger, 
how otren are we able to furmount 
Gifliculties and to refit obltacles whieh, 
in other circamftances, would have 
dehed the utmoft exertion of our 
power? ear, itistruc, when carried 
toa certain height, will induce a fail. 
ure of all the faculiies. But this ap- 
pears to be the effect alfo of every o- 
ther of the pafons, where it operates 
with an equal degree of violeae.. 

Do not we know, for inftance, that 
the excels of dire precludes, in a 
variety of cafes, che potirdility of gra. 
tification and that sratiuuce, 10 pene- 
ral fo icmperatc a deouneat, when a- 
wakened by the unexpeéted dif, lay of 
an extraordinary kindnefs, often takes 
trom us even the power of thanking 
our benefactor. 

Another precept fomewhat fimilar 
to thatto which I have lait objected, 
rmculeatcs a conftant reftratat upon the 
actions of mamacs , not merely as it 
may be neceflary to prevent the inilte- 
{100 Of injury upon themfelves or o- 
thers, but alfo becaufe fuch reftraint 
has falutary operation. This 
emnion has been adopted by Dr Cul- 
ion; and m coaftrmation of it he has 
obierved, that angry peflions are 
aiways rendered more violent by the

Krom fuch corfiderations Tam it- 
chred to think, that it 18 proper to 
re(train a maniac ia the expretion of 
an cmotion, only fo far as it may be 
neceflary to prevent bin from doing 
mifciief to others, or acy fatal or per- 
marent injuty to himfel Any 
ry, I fay, that would be fatal or pet- 
manent ; for if, from the gratification 
of his paflion, he would be likely to 
fuifer temporary pain only, however 
fevere, it ought, think, to be 
mitted ; fince a recoll tion of the 
convenience aflociated with the prt 
indulgence of his feelmgs mey v¢ 
more likely, perhaps, than any other 
circumftance, to induce a greater de 
gree of felf-commrand in future.

culty of aicent was nct furprifing. On 
teaching the top he itood for a minute, 
as though to take breath, and then fat 
down on an embroidered cuthion with 
his legs inverted. His crown was a 
high conical cap, richly tludded with 
precious flones ; his fingers were co- 
vered with rings; and in his dreis he 
bore the appearance of a man cafed in 
golden armour, whit a gilded, or 
probably a golden wing on each {houl- 
der, did not add much lightnels to his 
ficure. Hlis Jooks denoted him to be

inftructed people. Their laws are wife, 
and pregnant with found Morality ;

THIS is one of the moft magnincent 
becks that we have ever feeny Whe 
ther we confider the geaius of the 
painter, or the admirable taleats 0 
the engraver. 

Hans Holbein, of whom feveral at 
counts have bcen written, was born # 
Bafil in the vear 14985 and he was 
commended by Erafmus to Sir Thoms 
More, who kindly received him iste 
his houfe at Chelfea; where he wotk- 
ed nearly three years, drawing. the 
portraits of Sir ‘Thomas, his 
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and his friends. Lord Orford relates, 
that “ the King, vifiting the Chancel- 
lor, faw fome of thole pictures, and 
exprefied his fatisfaction. Str Thomas 
begged him to accept which ever he 
liked; but he inquired for the patter, 
who was introduced to him, Henry 
immediztely took him into his own 
fervice, and told the Chancellor, that 
now he had got the artift, he did not 
want the pictures. An apartment m 
tfe palace was immediately allotted to 
Holbein, with a falary of 200 florins, 
befides his being paid tor the pictures : 
the price of them Ino where find.” 

Yhis difanguithed painter remained 
in England tui the time of his death, 
which was occafioned by the plague 
in the year 1ssq. Of the origmais 
from which the prefent colle¢tion js 
formed, we find the following account 
in the firft volume of Lord Ortord’s 
Anecdotes of Painting; which we 
prefent to owr readers, in order that 
they may have at one view every im- 
portant particular relating to a work 
which, we think, reflects fuch high 
honour on ihe age and nation which 
produced it. 

“ At prefent, an invaluabie trea- 
{ure of the works of this mafter is 
prelerved in one of our palaces. Soon 
ater the acceflion of the late Kivg, 
Queen Caroline found in a bureau at 
Kenfington a noble collection of Hol- 
bein’s original drawings for the por- 
traits of tome of the chief perfonages 
of the court of Heary VIL. How 
they came there is quite unknown ; 
ater Holbern’s death they had been 
fold into France, from whence they 
were boueht, and prefented to Charies 
1. by Mons, Liancourt. Charles chaa- 
ged therm with William Earl of Pem- 
breke for a St George by Rapheel, now 
at Yaris, Lord Pembroke gave them 
to the Larl of Arundel; and at the 
“iperfion of that colle@ion they might 
be bought up by, or tor the king. 
are eaghty-nine of them, a few

No man couid deny the maxim, Ji 
potior bello, or fay that peace was not 
preferable to war; but nations went 
only to war, becaule war, with all its 
evils, was more to be endured than the 
calamities of peace. If, with -refpect 
to France, the Bourbon race was not 
reftored, and the revolutionary fytem 
abolifhed, peace could, in his opinion, 
be only the k fer eau/ of the two. The 
motion was, that the Toufe fhould af- 
fume an interference with the Execu- 
tive Government; and the reafon af- 
ngned was, thatthis was a very critical 
period. But as fuch periods frequent 
ly occurred in time of war, it muit fol- 
that the Government muft be of- 
ten put into commiffisn. ‘This motion, 
however, went further: It went to 
fate, that the prefent Adminiftration 
bad been guilty of fome act of delin- 
quency; and that, as there was not 
time to find another f(t of Minifters, 
the Executive Powe., muft for a certain 
time, be vefted in that Houfe. The 
Munifters were charged with being un- 
able to judge of the character of our 
Ahes—to predi@ events—or to 
upon great political conjunQures. He 
could not admit the firengih of the 
proofs on which thefe charges were 
founded. Another charge againft Mi 
miuters was thew ignorance of the cha- 
racicrs of ther enemics, and the invec- 
tives which it was faid had been lavith- 
ed upon Buonaparte. He fearcely 


knew to what this latter charge allud- 


cc “There was certainly nothing that 
could dcierve the appellation of invec- 


uve againft that General, in the frm 
and dignified anfwer of Lord Grenville. 
Me was not difmefed to recall any words 
be might have ufed in that Houle.

He did not fie tha 
the rife oc the funds on any hove o® 
an hollow and fallacious peace, was 
any ground on which the Jloufe was 
to decide upon a public mealnre. Tors 
would be to gonfirm and ju'tity the 
reproach of the enemy, who faid, that 
we were a nation of flopkccper, 
whofe hearts lay in our pockets. It 
was not io that the French nation, ec 
cording to the dodtrine of Buousparte 
himielf, had attained tts prefent gieat- 
nefs, and great it mutt be allowed to 
be. It was by being inflexible under 
every reverfe, and unbending before 
the guft of misfortune. ft was only 
by fuch means that we could preferve 
our independence, and enfure our f- 
curity. Wewere bound to endure the 
perilous chances of war, and it was 
not for thefe who now came forward 
with an event in their pock«t, to charge 
Minifters with the confequences which 
they had themfclves been unable to 
precict. What was now required by 
this motion was a confeffion of inadi- 
lity, which if it had been carried ata 
former period, we fhould not have 
“kept fweet?” or have been abie to 
preferve ourfelves till now. ‘The me 
queftion before the Houle way, how:
